District Attorney Whitman yesterday

general investigation as to the conditions 
existing in factories in this.city,” said the 
District Attorney last night. “The matter 
will be put before the ‘April Grand Jury. 
I cannot*place it before the present Grand 
Jury, as that will undoubtedly be con- 
tinued over next term’to investigate the 
vice conditions in the city’ and the addi- 
tional Grand Jury is already pressed by 
the vast amount of work that has fallen 
upon it. 

“IT have learned, that State Factory In- 
spector Herrman inspected the building 
last February and reported favorably, 
recommending no alterations, It/is the 
duty of this department as well'as the 
Building Department ‘to see that the law 
is enforced. 

“it is also very likely that it will be 
found that instead of two stairways the 
building was really in need of four, as 
Section 75 of the Building Code provides 
that there shall be two stairways to each 
5,000 feet. ‘This stairway must be con- 
tinuous. The code also provides that there 
shall be two more stairways to every addi- 
tional’ 5,000 feet, and that when thé num- 
ber of feet exceeds. 15,000, it is left to the 
Bullding Department to decide the num- 
* of —— nécessary.’’ 

ccording to the plans of the building at 
Washington and Greene Streets the area ts 
100 by. 100, — 10,000 square feet. 
~-¥n commenting further on the investiga- 
tion, District Attorney Whitman read Sec- 
tions 80. and 82 of the State ‘Labor Laws, 
which apply to fire escapes and exits. He 
said that several witnesses, including 
Commisioner* of Labor Williams: would 
be subpoénaed to appear before the Grand 
Jury which will investigate the case. 


Section 80 of the Stat 
sa Settee e State Labor Law reads 


.Proper and substantial handrails shall 
Provided for all stairways in factories. ‘The 
Steps of such stairways shall be covered 
with rubber, securely fastened thereon, if 
in the opinion of the Commissioner of 
Labor the safety of the employes would 
be promoted -thereby. ‘Thé stalrs shall be 
roperly screened at all sides and at the 
ttom. All doors lea in’ or to any 
such factory shall be so onstructed as tb 
oy —— ph rly —— and shall 
’ , OF fasten 
working hours. oe 


Section 82 reads: 


Such fire escapes as may be deemed nec- 
essary by the Commissioner of Labor shall 
be ided on the outaide of eyery factory 
in this State, consisti of three or more 
stories in height. esca shall con- 
nect with each floor above e first, and 
shall be of sufficient strength, well fast- 
ened, and shall have landings or balconies 
not less than six feet in length and three 
feet in width, guarded iron railings 
not less than three feet in height, embrac- 
ing at least two windows at each story 
and connected with the interior. by easily 
accessible and. unobstructé@d, openings. ‘The 
balconies or landings shall be connected 
by fron stairs, not less than six inches 
—* with steps of not less than six inches 
tread, placed at a proper slant and pro- 
tected by a well-secured handrail, and 
have a drop ladder not less than twelve 
inches wide, reaching from the lower plat- 
form to the ground. 

The windows or doors leading to each 
landing or balcony of each fire escape shall 
be of sufficient size and located, so far as 

possible consistent with accessibility from 
the. stairways and elevator hatchways or 
openings, and a_ladder shall extend to the 
roof. Stationary stairs or ladders shall 
be ——— on the inside of every factory 
building from the upper story to. the roof 
as a means of escape in case of fire, 

When the additional March Grand Jury 
reported .to Judge O'Sullivan in General 
Sessions yesterday, its foreman, William 
H, Hurst, reported that they had cast a 
unanimous vote and tendered. their serv- 
ices to the Distgict Attorney and to Judge 
O’Sullivan, and were ready to make an 
immediate, investigation into the fire dis- 
aster.

Bodies of 28 Fire Victims Are Still 
Unclaimed — Some Burned ° 
* Beyond Recognition, — 


THOUSANDS IN» THE. LINE |ana 


Morbid Sightseers Driven Away When | matro 


Discovered—Women Again Col- 
wager: Beside Their Dead.

Again the shuffling of many. feet domi- 
nated other noises in the Bellevue Hos- 
pital section of the east side yesterday, 
aa thousands of persons ‘advanced in the 
line. that stretched from Twenty-third 
Street and First Avenue to the Morgue, 
at/the foot of East Twenty-sixth Street. 
And gradually the rows of piss coffins 
that had been removed overnight from 
the. nearby Charities Dock to the main 
reception room ‘of the Morgue thinned 
until there «were less by twenty-seven 
when night came. ‘ 

Twenty-eight bodies ‘then remained un- 
claimed. “With on¢é death im a hospital, 
the deah roll hed 142. 

The same scenes of anguish that todk 
place Sunday were repeated. There was 
the same. long line of waiting applicants 
for admission, real mourners here and 
there, but also men, women,and even 
children who had only come, -as the ques- 
tioning policenien vie & repeatedly told, to 
“gee the sights,’’ All day yesterday a 
rigid questioning was kept up, and any 
one who finally got into the Morgue 
had to satisfy three different sets of 
guardians before they could do so. 

The scene of the identifications yester- 
day had a more sombre setting than. on 
the previous. day... The dull gray walls 
of the Morgue, lined on two sides with 
the square doors of vaults, seemed to 
have a quieting effect on every one who 
came in. The diminishing © number of 
coffins were laid in two rows; head to 
head, in the middle of the floor. From 
overhead in the dome a single arc lamp 
cast an unnatural light’: on ‘the dead 
underneath, 

The solemn effect of the whol at- 
mosphere was inéreased by the fact that 
the remaining unidentified deaa ‘were 
mostly charred. shapes, almost unrecdg- 
nizable. It is likely that most-of them can 
néevér be claimed. 

Around the coffins circulated the crowd. 
Nothing was -heard but the subdued 
shuffie of feet and now and then an ex- 
clamation or a sob from a woman. It 
seémed as though the crowd, in this 
smaller, more sombre place felt it was 
nearer the dead than had been the case 
the day before on the long pier. 

Now and then low cries and méans came 


from a little room off the chapel, where 
a score of old women were washing the 


bodies before they were removed. 
Collapse Beside Their Dead. 

There were fully 'as many cases of: col- 
lapse as had occurred .on Sunday. Drs. 
Azman and Craig had come down from 
the Metropolitan Hospital with a staff 
of nurses, and their ministrations were 
continually in demand, In one case a 
young girl came with her father to try 
and pick out her sister from among the 
dead. They finally approached & body a 
portion of whose. face seemed, recogniza- 
ble, With a scream the.girl threw herself 
on the coffin, As she’ reached it, she 
fainted. The doctors took her outside and 
worked, fully fifteen minutes before they 
could restore cofisciousness, She then 
said she felt strong enough to go back. 
When she saw the body for the second 
time, however, she lost self-possession 
again and fell fainting before it. This 
time it took nearly half an hour to restore 
her.. The attendants would not ‘et her 
approach it again, and her father, him- 
self in little better condition, took her 
away. The body was marked for a par- 
tial identification. 

All day long little funeral processions 
started away from the Morgue with the 


dead. As soon as a body was identified t 


the coffin was removed to the chapel 
until.an undertaker could be engaged by 
the family. Then it would be placed in 
any one of the nondescript wagons that 
were at hand and carted away: There 
was none of the dignity usually associated 
with a funeral. 6 

Then the little group of relatives, usual- 
ly. pitifully small, would come out of the 
office at the side of the entrance, and 
the procession would start. 

The police had some difficulty with 
these funerals early in the morning. 
When they passed through Twenty-sixth 
Street, close by the line of those waiting 
to get to the Morgue, many times frenzied 
women would rush out crying unintel* 
igibly, and apparently: bent on’ getting a 
look at the coffins. °:The police believe 
that, not having been admitted to the 
Morgue yét}| they were afraid that the 
relative they were looking for might 
have been claimed by some one else, and 
were unwilling to let anybody go that 
they had n seen, Mounted policémen 
were set to patrolling the line, and the 
disorder was stopped. 

The Morbid Again. in Lme. 


In spite of tt beirig a working day, there 
were almost as many persons seeking to 
view the bodies as on Sunday. THe police 
regulation was véry strict. Mounted men 


patrolled: the line through .Twenty-sixth |‘ 


Street and along First Avenue to see there 
‘was no disorder, Half way down Twenty- 
sixth Street the intending visitors to the 
Morgue received thetr first check. Here 
a policeman was stationed to exclide 
those who. obviously had no ‘business 
thére.

Description of Those Bodies Expected 
to Bring Claimants Soon. 

Only twenty-etgitt-of ‘the victims of the 
Out of the total of 142 déad 188 bodies 
were taken from the burnéd bullding or 
from the sidewalks or sub-cellars and alr- 
shafts adjoining, and nine from the. va- 
rious hospitals. All of these were moved 
to the improvised morgue ‘at the foot of 
East Tyenty-sixth Street on the night of 
the fire. .Of this number nine were iden- 
tified on Saturday night, seventy-seven 
were identified on»Sunday, and twenty- 
eight yesterday, making the total num- 
ber of identified at midnight last night 
114. The remaining twenty-eight uniden- 
tified bodies are now in the East Twenty- 
sixth Street Morgue, and’ at least fifteen 
or ¢wenty of these, it is believed, will be 
identified within a few days with the 
aid of the special descriptive list of the 
unidentified and unclaimed printed in Tam 
Times this morning.

McANENY DEFENDS MILLER. 


Says the Building Superintendent Is 
in No Way to Blame for the Disaster. 


Borough President McAneny gave out 
this statement last night concerning the 
disaster: 

The attempt to place the blame for the 
disaster, or any part of it, upon the 8u- 
perintendent of Buildings, is outrageously 
unfair. In my opinion, no fairminded per- 
gon, who reads the facts will hesitate a 
Moment in coming to the same conclusion. 
I have no disposition myself to blame 
anyone until a thorough inquiry has been 
made, and until the facts have been of- 
ficially established. 

in view, however, of ——— that 
have been made, I want to state that the 
prébent officers of the Building Bureau 
haye no responsibility in the matter what- 
socver. The determination of the Super- 
intendent of Buildings,,as to whether a 
building contains proper “fire escapes, 
stairways, or other means of egress,” is 
made at the time the plans are filed. 

The plans for the Asch Building were 
filed in 1900, and, apparently, were accept- 
ed then as complying fully with the law. 

The Code also empowers the. Superin- 
tendent to “ direct fire escapes and other 
means of egress”"’ upon any ‘building of 
the type in question, where they are foung 
lacking.“ The. bureau, as far as I can 
learn, has néver, throughout its history, 
attenipted to go back of the original ap- 
proval of plans, or to order any changes 
except upon evidence that, in particular 
cases, compliance with the law was lack- 
ing. 

The Bureau has never made periodical 
inspections to get such evidence for itself, 
and has never been expected to. For this, 
i has relied entirely upon the Fire De- 
Dartment, under agreement between the 
two authorities.

CHICAGO, March 27.—That there are 
3,500. buildings in this city without ade- 
quate fire escapes, and may at any mo- 
ment suffer a calamity such as befell New 
York on Saturday, is the sum of reports 
to-day following an investigation by thir- 
ty Building Inspectors. 

In many factories, some ten or more 
stories high,swomen and ls were found 
locked in: rooms, the fire escapes ob- 
structed, or access to them barred.

Including contributions collected by 
many small fraternal and benevolent so- 
cleties who hg not yet made up the list 
of receipts last night, the relief fund for 
the day amounted to considerably 
than $20,000. Almost that much was shown 
to have been gathered in the detailed of- 
fictal lists. Andrew Carnegie headed the 
list with a contribution of $5,000, and 
there were several more of $1,000 each. 

, Legislatare Gives Ald. 

In the Assembly at Albany a concurrent 
resolution. was introduced yesterday by 
Assemblyman Goldberg, appropriating 
$3,000 to be handed over to the New York.

Schiff set aside $5,000 at the disposal of 
the committee for immediate use. 

Dr. Devine himself will take charge ‘of 
the investigation of all cases and the 
distribution of relief. He appealed for 
generous contributions. 

Mr. Schiff said that an\ amazingly large 
percentage of the contributions that came 
to his office were from persons of small 
means, who nevertheless inclosed with 
their mites notes of genuine and touching 
sympathy.

ARE CALLED UNDEMOCRATIC 


“Roughhouse” Meetings Condemned by 
Head of Boys’ High School, Who Would 
Relegate ‘Them to Pupils’ Homes, 


Representatives of high schoo! fraterni- 
ties and sororities conceded the existence 
of many of the abuses charged against 
them by the Board of Superintendents, 
and pleaded at a hearing Jast night by 
the High School Committee of the Board 
of Education for the continuance of the 
organizations under the supervision of. the 
school principals. Principals of nearly ail

The hearing was on a proposed by-law, 
recommended by the Superintendents, 
which would have the effect of abolish- 
ing the secret societies.

No secret society, secret club, or secret 
Organization shall be permitted in’ any 
high school, The meetings of any student 
society, club, or organization in any high 
school shall be open to the Principal or 
teachers of said school, or any school 
official. The constitution, by-laws, and 
minutes of any such society, club, or or- 
ganization shail be open to the inspection 
of the Principal, a duty designated teacher, 
or any school officia) 

No pupils of any high school shall be per- 
mitted to join or. obtain membership in any 
society, club, or organization which makes 
use of the school name or. which purports 
to be a school organization and which 
does not comply with the above regula- 
tion.’ The name or style of any such 
society, club, or organization formed or 
existing “in any high school shall not’ be 
expressed in Greek letters or by any 
secret symbols, 


Harold J. Aron appeared as attorney for 
the Inter-Fraternity Council, which -was 
organized two years ago by the leading 
fraternities and sorcrities throughout the 
country. He said: 

‘“‘T represent a membership of 50,600 in 
the various societies in the United States. 
I maintajn that it is better to supervise 
and regulate the societies than to attempt 
to prohibit them, We are willing to have 
a member of the Faculty present at 
every meeting and to throw open our con- 
stitutions to the inspection of the school 
authorities. 

“The principal arguments against the 
societies are that they are undemocratic 
and that secrecy is a bad thing at the 
age of high school pupils. The tack of 
democracy cannot be cured by abolishing 
fraternities. Where do we have a pure 
democracy? A_ boy sees the ‘line drawn 
in his own home. We can’t expect him 
for four years to be more democratic than’ 
his parents or than he will be after grad- 
uation. So far as secrecy is concerned, 
that is unnecessary and can easily be 
abolished.”’ 

Cc. De Witt said the fraternity to 
which he belonged made character and 
scholarship its standard. Answering to 
the charge of racial discrimination, he 
said that one of the founders was a Jew. 

W. H. Davenport said there might be 
fraternities that went in for ‘stale beer 
parties and theatre rackets,’ but .there 
were many that/}did not. The former 
should be abolishéd. 

‘But what do they do at these meet- 


‘ings? asked Chairman Sullivan. 


In our fraternity,” said Mr. Daven- 
port, ‘‘the meetings are largely. to per- 
mit the ‘Treasurer to.collect the dues.”’

BATHS HEALTH-GIVING. 


Dr. Baruch in a Lecture Tells What 
Water Will Do for Us. 


Words of advice were given yesterday 
by Dr. S. Baruch in a lecture on “ Wa- 
ter’’ in the series of public health lect- 
ures at Teachers’ College. He laid stress 
on the advantages of the warm bath, with 
temperature ranging between 96 and 105 
degrees, and recommended that the. bath- 
er should stay in his tub for from ten to 
twenty minut:s. 


Dr. Baruch began by speaking of the 
excellent effect the provision of baths to 
the public school‘ children of the city has 
had on their general character. Supt. 
Maxwell, he declared, had said that baths 
come before classes, and it had been no- 
ticed that after the first bath the children 
who were untidy had shown a marked in- 
crease in the Cleanliness of their clothes. 

Bathing, Dr. Baruch pointed out, had

ALBANY, March 27.—Homer Folks, Seé- 
retary of the State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion, disagrees with Gov. Dix’s centraliza- 
tion ‘policy in the management of State 
‘institutions in the report made public here 
to-day by the association, following its 
investigation of the financial management 
of those institutions. The report was 
prepared by Henry C. Wright, formerly 
Secretary of the City Club, who devoted 
a year to the investigation. 

Secretary Folks says that the investiga- 
tion was undertaken because the assoqgia- 
tion felt that it should be in a position to 
express opinions and submit suggestions 
to the joint legislative committee appoint- 
ed in. 19089 to examine the financial ad- 
ministration and conduct of State institu- 
tions: Funds were provided by the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation, and the investiga~- 
tion had the consent and co-operation of 
the State officers directly concerned.

bility,” says Mr.*Folks, “is very strongly

“The investigation clearly shows the 
wnwisdom of determining at Albany. de- 
‘tails of management of State institutions.

"’*Jim” Savage, the Orange heavy-

—— undoubtedly forgot himself, but it 
was a full half ute before Savage was 
able to regain his feet) Another inter- 
ruption’ of two minutes followed and. then 


the pair, got together and finished the 
round, 


The. tide of battle changed often and 
neither -boxer had the advantage of ment 
one round by. a,large. margin. At .th 
finish Savage was going much —— 
than his opponent, and he had landed the 
bulk of the clean blows delivered ‘during 
the fight.. Both took many’ hard wallops 
during the bout and each scored two or 
three Knockdowns, but most of these were 
helped by the sifppery floor and were mot 
due entirely to hard punches... The canvas 
on the ring floor had been watersoaked 
from the rain before the show com- 


menced and this bothered the principals 
in each of the four. bouts. 


Maxson started off strongly and in the 
first round .carried off the honors. He 
drove Savage to the ropes sevéral times, 
using his superior weight and strength 
to good advantage and he) hooked in a 
pair of terrific uppercuts which - shook 
up the Orange boy considerably. He also 
ecored a knockdown, but the blow which 
helped. Savage to the canvas was de- 
livered just as the Jersey boy slipped. 
The wallop was very light. Savage was 
evidently playing safe and made no ef- 
fort to force the fighting. 

Maxson,- encouraged by his showihg: in 
the opening round, began to force the 
going again in'the second round, and soon 
had Savage backing against the ropes. 
The, latter came back strong near the 
middle of the round and led in a stiff ex- 
change of wallops while against the ropes. 
Both took several hard punches in) this 


round, with the honors in Maxson’s favor. 
In the third Savage changed his tactics. 
The first punch of the round was a hard 
right. by Maxson, Which brought blood 
from Savage's nose. This seemed to start 
Savage and he cut loose with a series of 
stiff punches to Maxson’s head and body, 
two of which staggered Maxson. Savage 
forced. the going all the way, and just. be- 
fore the bell sounded he floored Maxson 
with a stiff right to the jaw. It was 
Eavage’s round. 

Maxson came back in the fourth round 
and staggered Savage with a right to the 
head. Both drove several hard blows to 
the head and body, with honors even, and 
in a hard exchange which followed Sav- 
age led. They took turns in rushing each 
other to the ropes, and Maxson opened 
a cut over Savage’s right eye. The fifth 
round was even. There was considerable 
clinching during this session, and also 
many hard blews delivered, without either 
man, having any decided advantage. In 
the sixth, Maxson rushed at Savage and 
as the latter backed ta the ropes in a 
crouching position Maxson gave him a 
push and he went through the ropes and 
into the crowd. He climbed back and 
foreed the fighting, gaining the honors for 
the round. 

The seventh round was interrupted by 
the knockout punch, which Maxson’ de- 
livered after Savage had fallen to the 
floor. \Savage remained on the floor for 
fully half a minute, and two minutes more 
—— before he could continue. He 
fought cautiously’ during the remainder 
of the round, and Maxson had the better 
of the going. 

Savage had the advantage of the eighth 
and ninth rounds by narrow margins and 
the tenth was an even affair. The fight- 
ing was considerably slowed up at times 
— the finish, both men*appearing to 
tire.

Gov. Mann Will Prohibit Gamb- 
ling at Jamestown Track, 
Near Norfolk.

RICHMOND, Va.,..Match 27.—Principal- 
ly on account of the influx of\New York 
gamblers at Virginia race tracks, Gov, 
William. Hodges Mann has taken a stand 
to prohibit all forms ofrace track gam- 
bling. Gov. Mann said this afternoon that 
he was in communication with.Judge J. 
T. Lawless of the Circuit Court of Nor- 
folk County and with Col. R. C. Marshall, 
Commonwealth Attorney for the ‘same 
county and court, instructing these in| 
viduals to use diligence in the matter o 
law violations when the .Jamestown 
Jockey Club throws open its gates next 
Monday, ana to have arrested and tried 
all offenders against the anti-gambling 
laws of the State, which he says he in- 
tends to have enforced to the last letter. 

‘Il am cognizant of the fact,’ said Gov. 
Mann, “ that horsemen are already gath- 
ering from far and near at Norfolk; that 
since the abandonment of racing in New 
York the turfmén are looking in other 
directions.’ I am also informed that the 
lawe against bookmaking ahd gambling 
were openly and flagrantly violated and 
defied at Norfolk last April, and I am 
determinéd that this.shall net occur again. 

‘“‘In my desk here I hold probably one 
hundred clippings from Norfolk newspa- 
pers of recent date commenting upon the 
approaching meet on the Jamestown 
Jockey Club's track. I do not cut these 
clippings out to put in a scrapbook, but 
to keep myself informed and be ready to 
act at the proper time.” 

The Governor then produced a code of 
Virginia. Turning to Section 3,818A he 
read that this statute provides’a fine of 
‘not less than $200 nor more than $500, 
and imprisonment of not less than thirty 
days and: not more than ninety days.” 

Turning over another leaf the Governor 
read from Section 8,81SC, which is to pre- 
vent ‘ gambling and the making or sell- 
ing of books, pools, or. mutuels.” 

This. section provides that any 
or persons detected in violating this law 
shall be fined not less than $100 nor more 
than $1,000 and be imprisoned for not less 
than six months nor more than one year. 

Gov. Mann said that he had instructed 
the Circult-Judge and Commonwealth’s 
Attorney of Norfolk County to see that 
these laws were carried out to the letter 
on the Jamestown Jockey Club track. 

“If necessary,’”’ said Gov. Mann, “I 
will visit the track in person. Gamblin

SYRACUSE, N, Y., March 27.—The Rac- 
ing Department of the New York State 
Fair Association to-day announced that 
the ¢stablished State fair early closing 
events, with purse money aggregating 
$22,000, had been renewed and under con- 
ditions never before offered by a racing 
assaciation ‘in this country. 

Three years ago the Syracuse Associe- 
tion reduced the entfance fee from 5 to 3 
per centl, and now it has decided to make 
the horse standing fourth in the summary 
of a race an actual money winner, and 
allowing added money for the fifth and 
sixth horses, where there are seven or 
more starters. 

It is believed this departure will bolster 
uP the Bastern Grand Circuit associations.

K controversy detween the State au-

» | Geficiency of tire escapes“on the Asch 


Building, at the very outset ‘of the in- 
quiry, is unfortunate and will not tend 
to reassure the public, The State Com- 
missioner of Labor, Mr. WIaaAxs, while 
contending that ea decision of the 
Appellate Division in 1908 deprived his 

department of all jurisdiction over 
buildings in this. city, placing the 
responsibility on the local Bureau of 
Buildings, declares that he has no 
doubt that “there are huhdreds of fire 
dgcapes in New York City which, iff 
used by employés in case of fire, would 
lead them into a trap from which it 
would be difficult to escape.” - If this is 
true, it is a condition which should not 
be permitted to exist for another week. 

Controversy between offictals should 
be avoided. There is no time.to waste. 
Fire Chief: Croxwr declares that the 
eshécking less: of life Saturday was 
avoidable, and would have been 
avoided if his warning had been heeded. 
His warning should. be heeded now. 
Ample and safe fire escapes should be 
placed on all factory buildings, whether 
or not they are of fireproof construc- 
tion. The Washington * 
was fireproof, in the common accept- 
ance of that term. The damage to it by 
the blaze which destroyed nearly 150 
lives is inconsiderable. 

The present laws relating to fire es- 
capes, doors, and stairways seem to be 
adequate, The locking or bolting of 
doors during working hours is expressly 
prohibited. The only new law neéded, 
it seemg, is one making fire drill com- 
pulsory in all establishments where 
many persons are employed. There was 
never a fire drill among the Washing- 
ton. Place. shirtwaist makers. There 
seems to have been no thought of 
disciplining them, though the ‘danger of 
panic is always imminent where many 
persons are crowded together. 

It was stated yesterday that Mr. 
RUDOLPH MILLER, Superintendent of the 
Building Department, who is now away 
on a vacation, “has been devoting all 
his energies to preventing just the kind 
of a disaster” as that of ‘Saturday. 
There is poor consolation in that state- 
ment. The disaster has occurred, the 
fire estape was Inadequate, and there 
is evidence that locked doors prevented 
the egress of .panic-stricken women, im- 
prisoned in a ftery fdrnace. The 
disaster,calls for prompt, serious in- 
véstigation, leading directly to acttfon. 
It also calls for a quick and thorough 
inspection of all the factories in New 
Yerk, to the end that they may be pro- 
vided, without delay, with safe means 
of escape In case of fire. Controversy 
between the varioug officials concerned 
in this matter, as to the measure of 
responsibility resting upon them, should 
be dispensed with, as it will only tax 
the public patience” If.the St&te Labor 
Commissioner knows of such useless 
fire escapés as he describes, he should 
help the Building Inspectors. to find 
them, so that they may be removed, 
and useful fire escapes — in their 
place.

Trust companies and 
State banks are named specifically ‘in 
the law, but many of -th are not 
members of the Clearing House in this 
city, It would be an inconvenience to 
many of their customers and an injus- 
tice to a large, volume of banking capi- 
tal if their facilities were not made 
available in. some manner.) Even if 
their checks were not acceptable un- 
der the Treasury's regulations, they 
might be made available by a system of 
exchange of checks with Clearing House 
institutions. But that would only sub- 
stitute one inconvenience and’ evasion 
for another, whereas it is desired to 
regularize the matter altogether. 
. The reason for excluding checks on 
non-members. of the Clearing House 
is that the Sub-Treasury is a member 
of the Clearing House, and payments 
to the Sub-Treasury ought to be in 
checks of members: But it is possible 
that the Treasury may designate Na- 
tional depositories for customs as now 
it does for internal revenue receipts, 
and in that case clearings may be made 
through. them; just as non-member 
checks now are cléared. There is an- 
other and better way. It is desirable 
that as many institutioné as possible 
should be in the Clearing House, and it 
would be a happy sequel if the Sécre- 
tary’s new regulations should promote 
this result and thus settle the difficulty 
about tax checks on trust companies. 

It is easy. to see why the banks 
should acquiesce in such an adjustment 
rather than press for the advantage 
which. they might realize by rules in 
support of the Clearing House manop- 
oly. The State banks and trust com- 
panies have made such headway that 
their aggregate deposits naw exceed 
those of the .members of the Clear- 
in@ House. Besides,: the non*members 
enjoy for nothing the fatilities of the 
Clearing. House, which they might be 
made to pay for as members. The en- 
tire credit side of the business of the 
trust companies -vith members is con- 
ducted through the Cleating House by 
the simple system of the trust compa- 
pies keeping bank accounts. The banks 
have no such recourse and must col- 


lect checks upon trust companies in 


the arthaic manner in which they col- 
lected checks upon barks before the 
Clearing House was established. It has 
even been proposeg that the Clearing 
House should lend its®if to this bar- 
baric method of settling differences by 
making itself fhe collector for the 
banks, which might thug be relieved of 
a troublesome and expensive result of 
the policy of excluding trust companies 
from membership in the Clearing 
Houses .We have had one ‘experience 
of a panic heightened by a bank run 
on the trust companies for payment in 
cash of demands which ought to be 
settled by offsetting of credits. It is a 
happy chance that there is an opportu- 
nity of getting two reforms. The pros- 
pect will be improved if it fs’ realized 
that there is a chance of losing both.

‘Our own police could learn somethin 
from the way in which the esrabiniere 
obtained possession of the ring 
from the murdered Cuocco1o’s finger 
turned over to the man who had demand- 
ed his death.- They did not content them- 
selves with going to the place where they 
had ‘heard it was and with taking pos- 
session of it. That would, have given 
plausibility to the easy accusation of a 
“diant.” Instead they compelled friends 
of the suspect to do the searching and the 
finding, and thea to make signed deciara- 
tion of.the exact circumstances in which 
the discovery took place. \ 

It ig still possible to say, and the de- 
fense doubtless. will say, that this ‘cen- 
firmatory evidence is forced and false. 
There is in it a certain: element of weak- 
mess, but certainly it is vastly stronger 
than would have been the case had the 
carabinieres nothing to depend on except 
their own word and notes taken by them 
at the time the ring was found.

In. view of the vote. ef various Staite 
Legislatures upon the proposed sixteenth 
amend t to the Constitution of the 
United’ States, giv Congress power to 
impose an*-incom you have asked 
two questions: (1) May a State ratify a 
proposed amendment after rejecting it? 


(2)1Is there any }imit of time within/ 


which a State must act upon an eaemend- 
ment proposed to the States by Con- 
gress? 1 

The Fedéral Constitution gives no con- 
elusive answer to either question. Arti- 
cle V, provides: 

The Congréss, whenever two-thirds of both 
housés sliall deem it necessary, shall pro- 
pose amefidments to this Constitution, or, 
on the application of the Legisiatares of » 
two-thirds of the severg! States, shall. call 
a convention for proposing amendments, 
which, in either case, shall De valid to all 
intents and purposes as part of this Con- 
stitution when ratified by the Legisiatores 
of three-fourths of the several States or by 
conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
ong_or the other mode of ratification may 
bs proposed by the Congress. 

Im 1818 Congréss enacted that whenever 
official notice of the ddoption of am 
amendment should be received at the 
State Department the Secretary of State 
should cause the amendment to be pub- 
lished, with his certificate specifying 
the States by which it had been adopted 
and declaring that it had become part of 
the Constitution. What constitutes “ offi- 
cial notice ’’»raises a difficult question; 
ner do commentaries-upon the Constitu- 
tion shed any light upon the subject. 

. When the ratification_6f the Constitu- 
tion was before the original thirteen 
States, the North Carolina convention at 
first rejected_it, but afterward. voted for 
ratification. The Legislatures of ten of 
the eleven seceding States voted to re- 
ject the Fourteenth Amendnient, but as 
the reconstruction measures of Congress 
made ratification a condition precedent to 
“ full communion with the loyal States,” 
the Legislatures of these ten States subd- 
sequently ratified the amendment. The 
Legislature of New Jersey at first voted 
to ratify this amendment, but a subse- 
quent’ Legisidture voted to withdraw the 

tification, and in Ohio a like course 
* ‘adopted. Secretary of State Seward 

hig proclamation of July 20, 1968, an- 
nounced ‘that if the ratifications. of New 
Jersey and Ohio were to beconsidéred bind- 
ing, the amendment, having been adopted 
by thirty States, had become part of the 
Constitution. Dissatisfied with this procla~ 
mation, Congress, by concurrent resolu- 
tion, on July 21, 1868, declared that the 
amendment had bken adopted awd direct- 
ed the Secretary of State to make un- 
conditional declaration of the fact, @nd 
on July 28, 1868,..the Secretary certified 
accordingly. Of the thirty-seven States 
of the Pnion,, thirty Im all, Including 
New Jersey ahd Ohio, had ratified the 
amehdment before July. 28, 1868. It wae 
subsequently. adopted by three other 
States. 

Secretary Seward's first\ proclamation 
was a model of caution. It questioned 
his own power to determine the ** 
ticity of the organization of a State = 
lature or the power of a State Legislature 
to recall its previous ratification. 

In 1870 New York State, which in the 


‘| preceding year had ratified the Fifteent 


Amendment, decided to withdraw itarati- 
fication, but Secrethry of State Fish held 
that this could not be done. The vote of 
New York State was, however, not essen- 
tial. to render the Fifteenth Amendment 
part of the Constitution, Ohio and 
Georgia first rejected and afterward rati- 
fied the amendment. 

The practice séems to justify this 
clusion: A State which has rejected an 
amendment may yubsequently reverse its 
action and ratify; but a State whidh has 
ratified may not rescind that action. 
Ratification -cannot be followed by re- 
call; but rejection may be. Prof. Jame 
son, in his “‘ Constitutional Conventions,” 
argues that the Constitution intends that 
an amendment proposed by Congress shall 
become part of the organic law “ when 
ratified by the Legislatures of threé- 
fourths of the several States’; and that 
until ratification has taken ‘place the 
péwer to ratify continues, but that the 
power is exhausted with ratification and 
no power of rejection remains, and this 
was the view of Gov.

BERLIN, March 27.—Berlin was sur- 
priséd to-night to learn that accusations 
of excessive “ Americanism” and the 
favoring of other foréign elements at 
the Kaiser’s Royal Opera. recently 
caused his Majesty’s impresario, Gen.’ 
Count Von Huelsen Haeseler, to tender 
his resignation. The Kaiser refused ind b? 
accept the. resignation and the Count 
continues if office. 

These facts were made public for the 
first time at @ meeting of all the con- 
ductors, singers, and actors affiliated 
with the Berlin royal playhouses to- 
day.

Prices Move Up in Fina! Hour on Trad- 
ing Making Up’ Over One-Third of 
Day’s Business—Good Crop News. 


Another record for small trading was 
made on the Stock Exchange yesterday, 
the day's dealings falling to about 148,- 
000 shares, and up to the closing hour the 
movement of prices was correspondingly 
narrow. At’ that time, however, a de- 
mand ‘for Union Pacific, United States 
Steel] and Great Northern Ore’ certifi- 
cates appeared and as these stocks moved 
forward the market took on greater life. 
Transactions in this single hour made up 
68,000 shares or so of the day’s total 
bysiness. A good part of the inquiry 
toward the close seemed to come from 
speculators reluctant to maintain a short 
position in a market so dul as to make 
it difficult to turn in’ the event of the 
appearance of distinctly favorable news. 
There was a diaposition also in. these 
quarters to lay considerable stress upon 
the day’s advices from the crop country. 
in the Northwest snow and rainfall pro- 
vided ‘the moisture which Mr. Hill in 
Washington oraculariy declared. to be 
the thing most needed to promote better 
bysiness, while in the Southwest farmers 
were described as,so confident of the crop 
outcome that they were offering to sel! 
new wheat for July delivery at extremely 
low figures. Perhaps as a fesponse to 
this development ag well-as to the better 
news from the crop territory generally, 
May wheat in Chicago sold at 87% in the 
Course of the day, this constituting a 
new low level for the scason. Among 
other occurrences of interest to the fi- 
nancial markets were the authorization of 
& -$125,000,000 mortgage by the Chesa- 
Peake and Ohio; the purchase of a great 
candy-making concern by the Corn Prod-
